vision in his home. 


The Frederick and Demand fam- 


ilies were next-door neighbors. 


Mrs. Demand, d a u g h t e r of a 


wealthy Dallas, Tex., family, was 
the former wife of A. Pollard Sim- 
ons, 
widely known Dallas real 


estate man and builder. She was 
the step-daughter of the late Capt. 
J. F. Lucey, a multimillionaire. 


Mrs. Demand was left a. trust 


fund of $250.000. 


Prosecuting County Atty. William 


P. Mahoney Jr., said "We think 
%ve can prove Demand was jeal- 
ous." He did not elaborate on the 
statement,

ceding the deaths, was arrested 
shortly after officers found his 
wife's body.

He said he had heard the 
police sirens and followed them, 
hoping to take some pictures. 


Sheriff's Capt. D. L. McGovney 


said a shot fired fiom one of the 
guns and the slug that killed Fred- 
erick "compared favorably." 


Investigators said Demand had 


an argument with Frederick about 
six months ago, accusing him of 
having "a date" with Mrs. De- 
mand.

a resolution by Sen. Flanders <R- 
Vt) proposing to ."condemn" Mc- 
Caithy's Red - hunting tactics as 
chan man o£ the Senate Investiga- 
tions subcommittee. 


As a substitute for the Flanders 


resolution. 
Smith has proposed 


that the Senate create a special 
committee, headed by Nixon, to in- 
vestigate "the alleged good or evil 
of so-called McCarthyism." The 
committee would report to the Sen- 
ate early next year. 


Not A Bit 


"I asked Nixon. 'Did I embar- 


ra«s you?' " "He said 'not a bit'." 


Smith said some senators hav« 


told him they would not support 
Ins substitute because it looked 
like "ducking the issue." regarded 
as politically explosive. 


"I'm ducking no issue," he con- 


tinued. "If my res'«iution is defeat- 
ed, I'm going to vote for the Flan- 
deis resolution." 


He said he would feel "com- 


pelled" to do so. 


"I've been compelled, much to 


my regret, to criticize Joe McCar- 
thy," Smith said. "I have urged 
him to work with the administra- 
tion but he never seems to."

loss statements are either very 
good or very bad. 


Half of the companies are doing 


better than last year—some blaz- 
ing new trails into record high 
profits for the first half of the 
year. The general business slump 
may have cut their sales totals, 
but lighter taxes push them into 
new high ground. 


Some Trailing 


Just about as many are trailing 


last year's first six months' earn' 
ings. And 17 of the companies op- 
erated in the red so far this year. 
Only five did a year ago. 


U t i l i t i e s and communica 


tion companies gain much more 
than 
did 
industrials. 
Railroads 


were dragging—25 of the 28 show< 
ing declines in earnings this year 
and four reporting net losses. 


The 416 corporations' combined 


net profit after taxes comes to $3,- 
335,328,254. The same companies 
earned 
$3.268,213,308 in the firsi 


half of 1953. This puts them 2 per 
cent ahead this year, with 211 of 
them showing gains over a year 
ago. 


The 368 industrials in ^the lis 


had 
combined earnings 6.7 pe 


cent ahead of a year ago. The 20 
utilities showed a combined in 
crease of 51 per cent. But the 28 
rails were off 44 per cent. 


Aircraft Up

Coal, textiles, carpets, alcoholic 


beverages, farm equipment, tools, 
and mining companies are mostly 
on the sad side of the ledger. Half 
of the coal companies operated in 
the red, ai did five of the 14 tex- 
tile firms. 


Steel companies did better than 


many had expected. Although 24 
of 30 companies had lower profits 
than in the 1953 period— which 
resented the peak of their produc- 
tion boom— their combined earn- 
ings were off only 14 per cent. 


Sale* Down 


Steel sales were down consider- 


ably more than that. But federal 
tax payments were so much small- 
er this year that profits held fairly 
well. 


And many of the steel com- 


panies report that the April, May 
June period found profits rising 
well above their low point in the 
first three months of this year.

French High Command reported 
tonight calm has returned to the 
Red River Delta after the sporadic 
military action which followed thft 
July 27 cease-fire. Localized fight- 
ing continues in some other sectors 
of Viet Nam, largest of the three 
Indochina states and the one which 
has born the brunt of the war.

dropped them, at least for the 
time being. He has probably been 
more quiet since the hearings end- 
ed than in any similar period 
since 1950. 


For there was some unsettled 


business: What his own Senate sub- 
committee, which conducted the 
hearings, would say when it fin- 
ished working on its report. It 
hasn't finished yet. 


In the meantime, he lost his 


right-hand man, Roy M. Cohn. who

Drought damage to Illinois wildlife spreads through about 


12 million acres south of a line from Adams County to Edgar 
County, the state's game manager estimated today. 
JOE DAVIDSON, CHIEF of the Conservation Department's gam* 


management division, said he figured quail and rabbits would suffer 
most from the dryness. He described" their situation so far as "pret- 
ty bad." 


He expressed particularly concern about quail which he 


said are shifting soon from a diet of mostly insects to one of 
seeds. Even weed seeds are not produced in quantity in great 
heat and dryness, Davison explained. 
TO GIVE A BOOST TO ITS GOOSE dispersal program which th» 


drought handicapped in recent*years. the department plans to drill 
wells up to 60 feet deep at Union County refuge. With pumps, thes« 
wells are expected to provide water in Grassy Lake there. It went 
dry last year for the first time in 60 years. 


Davidson said the Mermet refuge has a fair amount of 


water and with Union Is expected to attract some geese from 
the overcrowded refuge at Horseshoe Lake in Alexander Countv. 
THE NORTHERN TWO-THIRDS of the state generally is produ* 


ing a good wildlife crop, Davidson said, and he foresaw no factors to 
deplete it. For example, he said, the Illinois River is growing a rela- 
tively good supply of wild cereal food for ducks.

Northern Illinois Escapes 
Effects of Serious Drouth 


By L. H. SIMERL 


College of' Agriculture 
University of Illinois 


Weather — and markets — have 


again grabbed first place in the 
•farm league. Extreme heat and 
drouth have burned crops in many 
regions, but some areas have good 
prospects. 


In general, the southern half of 


Illinois is much worse hit than 
the northren half. In fact, most of 
the United States south of central 
Illinois hag had less'than normal 
rainfall since May 15. The north- 
eastern states have also suffered 
from lack of rain. 


Areas of average rainfall or^more 


this summer include northern Illi- 
nois, northern Iowa, Wisconsin, the 
Dakotas and the Northwest. 


The drouth this year is both si 


milar to,and different from that of 
1953. In general, the same areas 
are affected. But this year there is 
less subsoil 
moisture, and the 


drouth began earlier. Also, many 
areas have had higher tempera- 
tures this year. 


Corn Burns 


In extreme drouth areas corn is 


showing burned tassels and whit- 
ened upper leaves, something like 
the damage in 1936. 


How much might extreme wide- 


spread drouth cut the corn crop? 
The most severe drouths of modern 
times, those of 1934 and 1936. cut 
production by about one billion 
bushels. U. S. average corn produc- 
tion is about 3.1 billion bushels. A 
billion-bushel cut would therefore 
leave about 2.1 billion bushels. 


A crop of 2.1 billion bushels, plus 


a' prospective carry-over of 900 
million bushels, would make a total 
supply of 3.0 billion bushels of corn 
for next year. That would be 
about as much as is being used 
this year. Thus there is no ex- 
treme shortage in sight for the 
year ahead even if the drouth per- 
sists and spreads. 


Another point: At this writing the 


areas that ordinarily produce most 
of the market corn are not so badly 
hurt as those farther south. This 
apparently applies both to Illinois 
and to Iowa. 


Little Price-Boosting 


A short corn crop this year would 


have less than usual price-boosting 
influence. Price advances will tend 
to be limited by the large storks of 
old corn, largely in government 
control. 


•The soybean market is much 


more sensitive than the corn mar- 
ket to news of crop development. 
The reason is that there is no pros- 
pect of any substantial carry-over 


of old soybeans this fall. The sup- 
ply of soybeans for next year de- 
pends entirely on the crop that is 
now developing. 


Severe to extreme drouth has 


developed over much of the west- 
ern range states. Western Texas is 
perhaps not so badly burned as it 
was last year, but -pastures are 
much poorer in New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, and western Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. The Northwest 
also has more dry areas than it 
had in 1953, and there are many 
more severe drouth areas in the 
east-central and southeastern parts 
of the U.S. As of July 1 pastures 
in these areas were suffering more 
than crops.

Olson Warns 
Of Dangers 
To Forests 


OREGON—(Special)—"Over half 


of our Illinois Umber resource is 
today threatened by extinction be- 
| cause of the bad practice of graz- 
! ing livestock in woodlands," stales 
Paul Olson, Farm Forester at Ore- 
gon. Grazing has become the num- 
ber one forestry problem of north- 
ern Illinois and each year it results 
in the destruction and clearing of 
more timberland than for all the 
other reasons combined. 


Olson says many landowners are 


unaware of the potential value of 
their native timberland, especially 
when properly managed, nor do 
they realize the damage done to 
woodlands by the grazing of live- 
sto«.k. Any farmer who is interest- 
ed in managing his woodland for 
greater personal income and who 
also wants to help alleviate our na- 
tion's growing Umber 
shortage, 


should take this first step in man- 
agement and protect his timber 
from all livestock. 


Olson also believes that Illinois 


Umberlands would be helped con- 
siderably by a good forest tax law. 
Many states which haxfe such a law 
allow managed forest lands, includ- 
ing pihe plantations, to be taxed a 
very small amount annually with a 
yield tax entering the picture at 
time of harvest. Such a law would 
substitute for the-present annual 
tax which is often too high. 


By having public support for good 


forestry laws ana programs and 
by having landowners use common 
sense good management in the 
timber, we need not lose our val- 
uable timber resource, Olson says. 


He says, "It is also well to re- 


member that forest management 
services are provided at no charge 
to the landowners, by the Illinois 
Division of Forestry, Department 
of Conservation." Landowners in- 
terested in obtaining the maximum 
income

their woodlands

kins' scientists suspect the "won- 
der vitamin" B-12 of failing to per- 
form wonders for old folk. They're 
going to give it the third degree 
at Maryland Penitentiary. 


For the last five years, thou- 


sands of elderly persons have been 
gulping B-12 at a furious rate. 
Their hope ... to find renewed 
vigor. 


Tell of Tests 


Under direction of Dr. Bacon F. 


Chow, biochemists tested B-12 on 
residents of a nursing home and a 
group of Hopkins students. They 
formed two theories: 


1. Old folks tend to absorb large 


quantities of vitamin B-12 when it 
is injected. 


2. But they have difficulty in ab- 


sorbing it—no matter how much 
they need it—when they take it in 
pill or liquid form. 


Dr. Chow said B-12 is an all 


right vitamin, no question about 
that, when it comes to aiding per- 
sons suffering from anemia and 
children afflicted with tuberculosis, 
rheumatic fever and the like. 


In children, the vitamin has 


proved it can aid growth and gen- 
eral well-being. It's a help to the 
old folks when it's absorbed. 


Different Lives 


The trouble with the experiments 


that led to formation of the theo- 
ries was that the nursing home 
residents and the Hopkins students 
live vastly different lives. That 
could affect the results, Dr. Chow 
said. 


Only in prison, he said, can sci- 


entists find large numbers of indi- 
viduals—young, middle-aged and 
old—who eat the same food, sleep 
about the same hours and follow 
similar routines of work and recre- 
ation. 


Sixty prisoners have volunteered 


to help with the experiments. 


Dr. Chow said that if the theo- 


ries are upheld, researchers will 
be faced with two possibilities. 
Either B-12 will have to be given 
to older people by injection or 
scientists will have to discover 
something that would help them 
absorb the vitamin when taken in 
pill or liquid form. 


The idea of the whole experi- 


ment is to get vitamin B-12 into the 
body of the old folks where it can 
work its wonders. 


"We are trying to add life to 


years," said Dr. Chow, "not just 
years to life. We are not interested 
in putting people or rocking chairs 
for long years. We want them, to 
work and enjoy life."
